SCHOOL REPORT. 


The Board of Education respectfully submits the following 
report for the year beginning Feb. 15, rg01, and ending Feb. 
15, 1902: 

In addition to the statistics given in the accompanying table, 
the whole number of pupils registered during our last school 
year was 207; boys 96, girls 111 ;; average membership 155. 
Our Truant Officer’ s enumeration during the month of April, 
_ 1901, shows a total of 145 children; 69 boys and 76 girls be- 
tween 5 and 16 years of age. 

i Knowledge is in every country the surest basis of public 
happiness” are the words of one of the founders of our repnb- 
lic, and most forcibly do they present the’ thought that our 
political safety as well lay in the intelligence of its people, 
making it apparent that our common school is the corner 
stone of national architecture. It becomes our duty therefore 
as citizens to vigilantly guard it, and to criticise its defects 
only to increase its usefulness. 

During the year ended, as in previous years, we trust that 
much has been accomplished in our schools for the advance= 
ment of education. The ideal may be unattainable, yet in 
general aspect the results do not seem otherwise than encour- 
aging. Nothing speaks more clearly for the interest of our 
citizens than a liberal appropriation for the support of our 
schools, and the improvement of our school-buildings as well. 

While $100 dollars may seem a generous amount to be de- 
voted to repairs, when proportioned according to the urgent 
demands of the different buildings, we are almost amazed to 
find that our limit has been reached, and that many other 
necessary repairs must wait until the voting citizens of our 
town shall again come to our assistance. The Hill school- 
house has been shingled, the Patten Hill and East Candia 
houses have received a coat of paint, the school grounds at 
North Road have been giaded, the Island school-house has 
received interior repairs, while minor ones have been made 
on other buildings. There is much which should be done

the coming year, necessitating a much larger appropriation. 
We realize that school buildings, with all their appointments, 
should be maintained in a condition that shall preclude all 
possibility of ill health to the pupil arising from any* condi- 
tion, structure, location or surroundings. In substance they 
should be maintained on strictly hygienic principles. But» 
are we not handicapped toa great degree? Parents realize 
that ‘* what was good enough for me is good enough for my 
children” is not true when training them to take their part in 
the greater world of today. Hence the question, should 
money be weighed against the welfare of the child? 

By referring to our Treasurer’s Report it will be seen that 
‘our. resources have been considerably less than last year; we 
have, however, endeavored to expend the amount economi- 
cally and to its best advantage. Our schools have been in 
session twenty-eight weeks. Again the advisability of a 
High school was considered, with the decision the same as’ 
in years past, that all pupils could more equally share the 
amount exp-nded if it were divided among the different 
schools, and all continued as long as the appropriation would 
permit. The school-house at South Road has been closed tor 
the entire year, which has indeed seemed unfortunate, 
in that itis one of our most commodious buildings, but with 
only three pupils in that section, quite inevitable. In the 
spring the pupils at Chester Road attended school at the 
Corner, but for the fall term it was thought best to close that 
school, sending the pupils elsewhere, some to Chester Road 
that the school there might be reopened for those in that lo- 
cality, thus trying to equalize the school privileges as far as 
possible. The amount paid for transportation for the year 
has been but.a small item) as compared with the running 
expenses of a school, hence from a financial point as well as 
the best interests of those concerned, we. feel that better 
results have been accomplished, and all have had the benefit of 
a longer school year. ‘he great question of the day in rural 
communities, is, how can we consolidate our schools? The 
problem how to benefit our condition so that the length of 
the school year, the character of the work done, the qualifi- 
cations of teachers shall be equal to those of larger towns, is 
a most perplexing one. The practice is rapidly growing of 
maintaining a graded school in the centre of the town, to 
which pupils in the more remote sections are conveyed. This 
consolidation means more comrmodious buildings, larger 
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classes, closer grading and we believe more thorough work. 
We hope the day is not far distant when our town may be 
added to the list supporting such a cause, for any movement 
that uplifts and improves will give not only value to the school 
system but compensation to the tax payer. 

We have made no changes in text-books during the year, 
believing that as a whole, those now in use are among the 
best, and that not so much depends upon the text-book as 
upon the teacher. Weare confident that conscientious work 
has been done in all branches taught in our schools, with re- 
sults satisfactory to a great degree. We admit that the art of 
reading intelligently and intelligibly is the foundation of all 
knowledge. We teach our children the mechanical part, but 
does our duty end here? A thousand times no! Let us aim toso 
connect the public school with the public press, and the public 
library, that they can to the best advantage secure the benefits 
of each. In fact let us make the true, the beautiful, the good 
of literature a part of the very lives of our children that the 
may become types of true American citizens, with all that 
those words imply. The W. C. T. U. has seen the import- 
ance of work along this line and we acknowledge with 
pleasure the literature received through their kind considera- 
tion. 

Holidays throughout the year have been observed by teach- 
ers and pupils with interesting and appropriate exercises. 
Our schools were given a part in the public observance of 
Memorial Day, also in the service in honor of our lamented 
martyr President. For children to assist in these impressive 
ceremonies, is to ‘imprint upon their minds a lesson which 
éould be learned in no other way. 

Teachers’ meetings at the homes of the School Board have 
proved not only enjoyable but helpful as well. Two Institutes 
have been attended during the year, which were most instruc- 
tive, in that the Institute is the chief agency at our command, 
through which professional knowledge is, in some degree, 
imparted to the great mass of teachers. 

Little need be said here of our teachers, as they have not 
been strangers in our schools. The fact that they have been 
retained term after term, or perhaps year after year, gives 
evidence that their efforts in our behalf have been appreciated 
and their services deemed of value to our town. 

(he demand of the day is for men and women who are 
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representative or modern progress, and as the advance in 
education must come through the thought and activity of our 
citizens, let us seize every opportunity to help on this noble 
cause, and by so doing hasten the day of universal know- 
ledge, peace and prosperity.
